Officers 
kneel with protesters; LAPD praises 
peacefulness of demonstrators

Another day of protest in Southern California 
opened Tuesday morning with a moment of solidar- 
ity as officers outside the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment’s headquarters knelt with protesters. 

The ministers, pastors and priests in attendance 
at the rally said it was important to remain peace- 
ful and that the actions of rioters were not helping 
their cause. 

“We cannot allow this moment to go by without all 
of you understanding that we are here in the spirit of 
George Floyd,” said the Rev. K.W. Tullos, president of 
the Baptist Ministers Conference. “We wanted to do 
this the right way.” 

The LAPD released a statement praising the day’s 
events: “This afternoon we saw the best of Los Ange- 
les. Thousands of peaceful demonstrators marched in 
solidarity. We will continue to facilitate everyone’s Ist 
Amendment right to assemble peacefully. ... We will 
continue to listen, learn, and grow.”

In a rare show of unity, all seven of Orange Coun- 
ty’s congressional representatives, and most of the 
GOP candidates challenging them for their seats, 
have made public statements condemning the death 
of George Floyd at the hands of Minneapolis police. 

But how they’re responding, or not responding, to 
the wave of peaceful and violent protests that have 
spread across the country in the week since Floyd’s 
death — and what they believe should happen next 
— reflects stark contrasts among the 14 people vying 
to represent portions of Orange County. 

The most marked contrast is in the 45th District, 
which stretches from Irvine to Mission Viejo and 
north through Anaheim. 

Current Rep. Katie Porter, a Democrat from Ir- 
vine, is backing a House resolution condemning po- 
lice brutality. She’s also calling for specific reforms, 
including the creation of a national database of offi- 
cers who’ve used excessive force and banning them

‘Something has to 
give, protester says as cities brace 
for violence, Trump decries ‘lowlifes’

WASHINGTON » President Donald Trump on Tues- 
day turned up the pressure on governors to quell 
the violence set off by the death of George Floyd, 
demanding New York call up the National Guard 
to stop the “lowlifes and losers.” 

As more demonstrations began taking shape 
around the country, and cities including Washing- 
ton, D.C., girded for another round of scattered vi- 
olence after dark, Trump amplified his hard-line 
calls of a day earlier, in which he threatened to 
send in the military to restore order if governors 
didn’t do it. 

“NYC, CALL UP THE NATIONAL GUARD,” 
he tweeted. “The lowlifes and losers are ripping 
you apart. Act fast! Don’t make the same horri- 
ble and deadly mistake you made with the Nurs- 
ing Homes!!!” 

One day after a crackdown on peaceful protest- 
ers near the White House, thousands of demon- 
strators massed a block away from the presidential

Suspended doctor sues hospital 
for video that shamed workers

A physician has filed a lawsuit chal- 
lenging her suspension from St. Jo- 
seph Hospital for posting a Facebook 
video shaming health care workers 
who failed to practice social distanc- 
ing outside an Orange restaurant. 

The 38-page complaint, filed in Or- 
ange County Superior Court, said Dr. 
Ana Sanchez shot a March 27 video 
at Blue Bowl Superfoods to demon- 
strate a disregard for COVID-19 safety 
among some St. Joseph employees. 

“Dr. Sanchez recorded her encoun-

Nearly three dozen New- 
port Beach homeowners who 
built yards that illegally ex- 
tend onto the public beach 
have agreed to a combined 
$1.7 million in fines as well 
as to the city restoring the 
encroachments to their nat- 
ural state. 

The deal, recommended 


for the state panel to approve 
at its June 11 meeting, would 
resolve decades of illegal en- 
croachments by beachfront 
homeowners on Peninsula 
Point, located at the east end 
of Balboa Island.
